Kingston, Jamaica, June 15.—The de­ 
lay in the arrival of the transports is 
ascribed among the officers and men 
of the fleet off Santiago to a fear that 
after all Admiral Cer vera's squadron 
might not be in Santiago harbor. Once 
for. all Admiral Sampson decided to 
settle this question officially, and on 
8aturday last he sent Lieutenant Vic­ 
tor Blue, of the gunboat Suwanee, to 
investigate. 
Lieutenant Blue landed 
on Saturday and proceeded with guide» 
to the hills overlooking the harbor and 
the city. He distinctly saw and defi­ 
nitely loeated four Spanish armored 
cruisers and two torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers. 
He saw also three small 
cruisers or gunboats. 


The results of his expedition he re­ 
ported Monday morning to Admiral 
Sampson on the deck of the flagship 
New York. Lieutenant Blue traveled 
about 72 miles, following the east­ 
ward line of the city. He brought out 
to the flagship a copy of a Santiago 
paper issued last Saturday, in which 
complaint is made that the navy and 
army are failing to distribute to the 
citizens their portions of the provis­ 
ions remaining in the city. 


Lieutenant Blue’s report has defi­ 
nitely exposed the fiction that any of 
Cerrera’f cruisers were in the Baha­ 
ma*/ or 
a position to attack the 
transports, which are now confidently 
expected at an early date. 


Lieutenant Blue reported also that 
skirmishing continues in 
the 
hills 
around Santiago between the Cubans 
and Spaniards. The latter have been 
repairing the fortifications of the city, 
as it is expected that Admiral Samp­ 
son will renew the bombardment in 
anticipation of a possible arrival and 
landing of troops this week. 


General Calixto Garcia had been ex­ 
pected to arrive near Santiago to re­ 
port to Admiral Sampson Monday, but 
it turned out that the information 
upon which this expectation was based 
was incorrect. 
As yet the where­ 
abouts of General Garcia is not defi­ 
nitely known. 


For a wonder, it is believed that 
the marines at Guantanamo will bo 
able to maintain their position until 
the long expected troops arrive. Dur­ 
ing the second night attack by the 
Spanish, which ended at daybreak on 
Saturday morning, they held their 
ground against desperate odds, and 
the discovery of the bodies of 15 Span­ 
ish, including a lieutenant, shows how 
deadly was the American defense. The 
Spanish sent 3,000 men by train from 
the city of Guantanamo to attack 
them, but, pressed close by the Amer­ 
ican fire, the Spanish were unable to 
reach the earthworks. 
The Marble­ 
head shollod the woods, but could not 
locate the Spanish line with accu­ 
racy. 
She has since been reinforced 
by the Dolphin. 


The Dolphin on Monday morning lo­ 
cated the Spanish water station on the 
ocean side of the harbor entrance, 
which supplied the water for the at­ 
tacking force. 
The well was situated 
in a blockhouse windmill, having a 
small garrison. 
It was shelled at 


2,000 yards. 
Excellent practice was 
made, the station was wrecked and 
cannister followed the retreating Span­ 
iards up the steep ravine. Each shell 
disclosed the spot where it alighted by 
raising a cloud of dust/ 
They were 
all well placed. 


On the American side two men were 
killed and four injured in the second 
attack. The dead are: Sergeant Major 
Henry Goode, of the marines, shot 
through the right breast; Private Tail- 
man, wounded and fell off the cliff and 
was instantly killed. The injured are: 
Private Wallace, fell off the cliff and 
sustained a fracture of the leg; Private 
Martin, shot through the left leg; 
Private Iioxbury, shot through the 
arm; Private Burke, shot through the \ 
arm.

Lieutenant Neville, of Company D, 
wss sent out on scout duty, and as* on 
the day previous, he attacked a small 
stone fart.

It was during this fight that 
Wallace and Tauman fell over the 
cliff. Fifteen dead Spaniards, includ­

The fight was the first of the war 
in which the Cubans co-operated with 
the American forces, and their com­ 
pany operation was not a glittering 
success. 
At one time during the af­ 
ternoon whenever the marines were 
firing on a small detachment of Span­ 
iards that made their appearance a 
short distance from the camp the Cu­ 
bans began firing without orders, and 
sent a volley right among the Ameri­ 
cans. There were several very narrow 
escapes, but no one was injured. 


Thus far the marines have had the 
best of the fighting, but the situation 
is grave, and they are exhausted with 
repelling almost Incessant 
attacks. 
They have little chance to rest or 
sleep, and the time of the arrival of 
the 
relieving 
troops 
is 
uncertain. 
Were it not for the protecting guns of 
the fleet the gallant little band would 
be annihilated by the Spanish troops, 
in overpowering numbers, from San­ 
tiago de Cuba. 
As it is, they prob­ 
ably can hold their positions» but they 
cannot move forward until reinforced 
by troops. 


AUGUSTI AND GERMANY. 


Has Spain's Phillpplnsa Governor En­ 
listed the Em peror’® Aid? 


London, June 14.—The Singapore cor­ 
respondent of The Times say»: “Let­ 
ters received here from Manila, dated 
May 26, say that the prolonged con­ 
ferences between the German consul 
and Captain General August! were ex­ 
citing attention in Manila, and has left 
the belief that Germany had designs 
on the Sulu Archlpalago/* 


According to a dispatch from Shang­ 
hai the German steamer Petrarch is 
about to leave there for Manila with 
secret orders, it is believed, from the 
German government. Prince Henry * of 
Prussia, now at Kaio Chou, with the 
German squadron, is kept constantly 
informed, the dispatch says, as to the 
developments of the war» 


THE MERRIMAC HEROES. 


JPromotlons Awaiting: Thotr He tu rn 
From tlie Spanish Prison, 


Washington, 
June 
15.—Substantial 
recognition has been given by the navy 
department to the members of the pral- 
lant crew who took the Merrimac into 
the entrance of Santiago harbor and 
sunk her across the channel under the 
very muzzles of the Spanish guns. Last 
evening official recognition was taken 
of their valor, when Secretary Long 
signed the orders to Admiral Sampson 
directing 
the promotion of all 
the 
members of the crew. Lieutenant Hob­ 
son's reward will come later through 
congress. 
The men still linger in a 
Spanish prison, but when they return 
again to their ships their promotions 
will be awaiting them. 


The orders sent to Admiral Sampson 
direct the promotions of ifte men as 
follows: Daniel Montague, master-at- 
arms, to be a boatswaim, raised from 
$50 a month to $1,300 a year; George 
Charette, gunner's mate, to be a gun­ 
ner, from $50 a month to $1,300 a year: 
Rudolph Clausen, Osborne Deignan and 
J, C. Murphy, coxswains, to be chief 
boatswain’s mates, an increase of $20 
a month; George F. Philipps, machinist, 
to be chief machinist, from $40 a month 
to $70 a month; Francis Kelly, water 
tender, to be chief machinist, from $37 
a month to $70 a month. 


In addition to the promotions steps 
have already been taken towards the 
presentations of medals to Constructor 
Hobson and the members of his gal­ 
lant crew. 
W hat new honors await 
Constructor Hobson, who planned and 
executed the brilliant coup, have not 
as yet been disclosed. 


Second M anila Expedition, 


San Francisco, June 15.—Thirty-five 
hundred soldiers left Camp Merritt yes­

THE COMING ISSUE OF BONDS. 


Washington, June 11.—The war rev­ 
enue bill which has just passed both 
branches provides that the act shall 
take effect on the date of its passage, 
except as otherwise specially provided 
for. 


The following is an abstract of the 


measure: 


A tax of $2 on all beer, lager beer, 
ale, porter and other similar fermented 
liquors, brewed or manufactured and 
sold or stored in warehouse or re­ 
moved for consumption or sale, for 
every barrel containing not more than 
SI gallons, and at a like rate for any 
other quantity or fractional parts of a 
barrel, with a disconut of 
per cent 
on ail sales by collectors to brewers of 
the stamps provided for the payment 
of the tax. 


An additional proviso waa added, as 
follows, by the conference: 
“That the 
additional tax imposed in this section 
on all fermented liquors stored in ware­ 
house, to which a stamp had been af­ 
fixed, shall be assessed and collected 
in the manner now provided by law for 
the collection of taxes not paid by 
stamps." 


The following special taxes, to be­ 
come effective July 1, were agreed 
upon: 


Bankers employing a capital not ex- 
ital. Brokers, $50; pawnbrokers, $20; 
commercial brokers, $20; custom house 
brokers, $10; proprietor* of theaters, 
museums and concert halls, in eitles of 
more than 25,000 population, $100; cir­ 
cuses, $100; all other public exhibitions 
or shows for money not enumerated 
here, $10; bowling alleys and billiard 
rooms, $5 for each alley or table. 


In lieu of the tax now imposed by 
law, a tax of 12 cents per pound upon 
all tobacco and snuff, however pre­ 
pared, manufactured, sold or removed 
for consumption or sale; upon cigars 
and cigarettes manufactured and sold, 
or removed for consumption or sale, 
the following taxes, to be paid by the 
manufacturer; $3.60 per thousand on 
cigars 
weighing 
more 
than 
three 
pounds per thousand; $1 per thousand 
on cigars weighing not more than three 
pounds per thousand; $3.60 per thou­ 
sand on cigarettes weighing more than 
three pounds per thousand, and $1.50 
per thousand on cigarettes weighing 
not more than three pounds per thou­ 
sand. 
There is a compromise proviso 
in regard to the taxation of the stock 
on hand, which exempts less than 1,000 
pounds of manufactured tobacco and 
200.000 cigars or cigarettes.

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“ It is remarkable 
how 
quickly 
horses adapt themselves to the mili­ 
tary service," naii I an old soldier. 
1‘Every artilleryman knows that they 
learn the bugle calls and the evolu­ 
tions quicker than the men, as a rule, 
They soon acquire a uniform gait, 
which is about the same as what, wo 
call the route step o: the usual march­ 
ing step. 
If the liorsos did not ac­ 
quire the same gait us tho ininutry, 
there would be varying distances be­ 
tween the different arms of tho sor- 
vico—that is, 
between the infantry 
and the cavalry, artillery, and the 
commanders and their escort?. 
In 
the drills in the artillery service tho 
liorfces will preserve their alignment 
as "well as the infantry rank. 


“ I shall always remember one illus­ 
tration of this trait which I noted at a 
very exciting and critical moment of a 
battle during our civil war. 
In order 
to save some of our infantry from be­ 
ing surrounded and 
captured, the 
commander of one of our batteries 
quickly mounted the cannoneers on 
the guns and put the whole battery at 
a dead gallop across a stretch of mead­ 
ow about half a mile wide. 
I was 
quite accustomed to such sights, but 
wnen that dashing company was half­ 
way across thd Held I noticed the in­ 
spiring array, and for a moment was 
lost in rapt admiration of the magnili- 
cent picture. 
Every driver was ply­ 
ing whip and spur, 
tho great guns 
were rocking and thundering over the 
ground, and every horse reeking with 
foam and full of animation and excite­ 
ment was straining every muscle as he 
galloped forward, yet a straight line 
drawn alongé in front would have 
touched the noses of the lead horses 
in front of the six guns. 
That was an 
artillery charge, one of the most thrill­ 
ing sights in the evolutions of war. 


“It is surprising how quickly horses 
learn the bugle calls. 
Let the first 
note of the feed or water call be 
sounded, and instantly there will be a 
stamping, kicking and neighing among 
bhe horses. 
Once, during a terrible 
night storm in camp, our horses were 
seized with such terror that those of 
nearly every battery broke loose and 
scattered about. 
The next morning 
there was a wild rush among the ar­ 
tillerymen to capture horses for use. 
All Avas excitement, and the horses re­ 
fused to be caught. An officer ordered 
the bugler to give the feed call. 
Horses from every direotion came 
dashing in to that battery, and the 
rush was so great that it was with dif­ 
ficulty the men could get out of the 
way of the eager horses. 


‘‘When it comes to a battle a horse 
seems to know everything that is go­ 
ing on and the reason for it all, and 
does his duty nobly. 
Ho enters into 
the spirit of a battle like a human be­ 
ing. 
He shows no fear of death, no 
sign of being overcome by panic in all 
the wild tumult of the battle’s roar. A 
horse in one of our batteries during 
bhe Murfreesboro fight was hit by a 
piece of shell, Avhich split his skull so 
that one side was loosened. 
The 
driver turned him loose, but he walked 
ap to the side of the gun and watched 
the firing, and when a shot was fired 
would follow it with his gaze as if to 
note its eifect on the enemy. 
When a 
shell would burst near by he would 
turn his head and look at it. 
When 
he saw the team ho had worked with 
being driven back for ammunition, he 
ran to his old place and galloped back 
with .the rest. When an officer pushed 
him aside to have another horse put 
in he gazed at the new one with a 
most sorrowful expression in his eyes. 
Then ho seemed to realize that the 
glory of battle was no more for him, 
and he walked away and lay down and 
died. 
The officer declared that it 
was a broken heart, not the wound, 
that killed him, 


“During a fierce charge of Con­ 
federate cavalry at Murfreesboro an 
officer was killed and the cavalry 
driven back. 
Tho horse the officer 
had ridden was a magnificent animal, 
and he had not been taught to retreat. 
Riderless he kept on his way, 
and as 
he dashed through our battery the 
sight of him was indescribably grand. 
His nostrils were extonded wide, .his 
eyes fairly blazed, and he clutched 
the bit determinedly with his teeth as 
he came on like the wind, with his 
saddle flaps flying, until ho looked as 
if ho were himself flying instead of 
wildly running. 
Every one gave him 
room as he dashed toward us. 
An 
officer shouted that he would give$lüü 
to any one who would capture that 
superb animal, 
but all seemed too 
much bound up in admiration of the 
noble beast to make the effort, and he 
sped on and disappeared in the blue 
distance.” 


CLEANERS’ DANCE. 


Dfukgoroti« M alady AflV*rUng Mon XTh* 
W o rk at Groat lIoiglitH. 


Even when tho circumstances a:re, 
comparatively speaking, in favor of 
tho window cleaner, there is one dan­ 
ger which he must ever guard against, * 
and 0110 which affects all alike, the 
novice and the oldest workman. 
For 
want of a better name the men them­ 
selves call it the window-cleanors* 
dance, but it might better be termed 
the dance of death, for if tho first 
warning is disregarded there is no 
second chance. 


This dance, as it is called, is notli 
ing more or less than an overpower­ 
ing desire to jump up and down in 
clog-danco fashion as if tho 
knees 
were hinged. 
What causes it no man 
can explain, although all doing that 
kind of work have experienced it. The 
higher and more dangerous the work, 
tho greater seems to be the inclination 
to look downward and more quickly 
about. 
'J hose wlio have experienced 
it say that there is first a feeling of 
dizziness, and then a sense of weak­ 
ness, followed almost immediately by 
a desiro to jump up and down. 


So well is this peculiar fact known 
to window cleaners and high workers 
generally that now men are always 
cautioned concerningit,and at the first 
feeling of weakness a man loses 
110 
time about getting inside tho window, 
and that ends his work until he recov­ 
ers his nerve. 


William Wilson, one of the most ex­ 
perienced men in this city at this class 
of work came very near losing his life 
because of this “ dance,” while at 
work on the outside of the Ludlow- 
Savlor building at Fourth and Elm 
streets. 
He was on the outside of a 
window 011 the fifth story. 
The sills 
were very narrow, and sloj^ed toward 
the street. 
Ho says of the experience: 
“Suddenly, and for no reason that 
I can account for, I felt a strong de­ 
sire to look downward to the street 
below. I knew tho risk I was running, 
but I could nob help it. 
I felt as if I 
must turn around somehow. 
Then I 
began to grow dizzy, and just remem­ 
ber that I felt as if I was in a swing 
when the man inside pulled me in 
through the window. 
1 was so weak 
I could not stand for some time after­ 
ward and quit work for a week before 
I was able to get outside again.”—S t 
Louis Republic.

Tlio Spaniards Had a Or!ovail00 Against 
tho Poritvians and Kent a Squadron to 
IMtnfalt Thom — Tho 
Attacking Floot 
Wan Quickly l’nt Out of Aotion. 
A chapter from modern Spanish his­ 
tory which was overshadowed in this 
country by events of greater impor­ 
tance, but which serves to give some 
indication of what Spanish gunnery 
was a few years ago, is worth retelling 
now. 
Spain had a grievance against 
Peru in 18(50 because some of her sub­ 
jects had been maltreated there, and 
she sent a squadron of seven vessels, 
mounting 211 guns, 
to punish the 
Peruvians. 
Peru had n<j> navy at that 
time, but her neighbor Chili came to 
her aid with throe vessels—the Esmer­ 
alda, carrying 42 small-bores; the Vic­ 
toria, a small one-gun monitor, and 
the Loa,a diminutive Merrimac,plated 
with iron, and mounting two 68- 
pounders. 
A writer in the army and 
navy Journal describes the 
affair. 


“ The Esmeralda/* ho says, “met 
tho Spanish gunboat Cavandago (three 
guns) 
and captured her in twenty 
minutes without the loss of a man. 
The Spaniards fired only three shots. 
They had two men killed and fourteen 
wounded. The loss of the Cavandago, 
followed by the capture of an armored 
launch, so chagrined the Spanish ad­ 
miral, Pareja, that he blew out his 
brains in his cabin. 


“Admiral Nunez, who succeeded 
Pareja, then gallantly assailed the de­ 
fenceless Valparaiso, 
where not a 
single gun was mounted except a few 
saluting pieces. 
Not a shot was fired 
from the 
town and the inhabitants 
promptly evacuated it. 
This Spanish 
admiral, in spite of the protests of the 
foreign men-of-war in the harbor, 
threw from 2000 to 3000 shells into it 
from his fleet of six vessels. 
The 
Spanish gunnery was so wretched that 
little damage was done except by fire, 
which destroyed §10,000,000 worth of 
neutral goods. 
It was a mc«fc wauton 
piece of barbarity, for if the Spaniards 
had had a landing force they could 
have taken the town without firing a 
shot. 


“ The gallant Nunez next assaulted 
the city of Callao, which taught him 
the difference between an opei\ town 
and one that wag adequately defended. 
In four or five hours the Spanish 
squadron was badly used up, and was 
glad to crawl back to Spain as best 
it could in its crippled condition. 
The Villa do Madrid, fifty-six guns, 
got a shot in her steam cheat, and was 
towed out of action. The Berenguela, 
thirty-six guns,had a hole twenty feet 
square knocked into her near the 
water line by an exploding shell, and 
crawled out of range to repair dam- 


A Much Coveted Stamp. 


M. Philip la Renotiere of Paris, one 
ot the best known philatelists of the 
day, is the zealous guardian of the 
stamp acknowledged by all collectors 
to be absolutely unique. 
This stamp 
was issued in 1850 by the postal de­ 
partment of British Guiana, and for a 
great many years has not left the 
hands of its present owner. 


No actual price can be named in es­ 
timating the value of this stamp, 
which originally could have 
boon 
bought for one penny, 
as its real 
worth will not be known until collec­ 
tors come to bid for it in the event of a 
sale. 


M. la Renotiere is exceeding jeal­ 
ous of his possession. 
Looking to its 
preservation, he guards it carefully, 
rarely allowing it. Occasionally,when 
there is a gathering of distinguished 
collectors, he allows the stamp to be 
exhibited, but always refuses obsti* 
nately to consider any propositions 
for its purchase.

“ The ammunition in 
two other 
Spanish vessels gave out after a two 
hours* fight, and they had to retire, 
one of them having been twice on fire 
in the neighborhood of the magazine. 
This left two vessels, the Numancia, 
ironclad, and the Almanza. Two hours 
later these two vessels ceased their 
fire and withdrew, the Chilians fired 
at them until they were beyond range. 
Tho Spanish loss is not exactly known, 
but is supposed to have been about 
200. 
Commander Rodgers, U. S. N., 
estimated, the loss of the Chilians at 
80, though others give a larger num­ 
ber. 
No serious damage was done to 
either ships or forts by tho fire beyond 
that 
named. 
The Spaniards then 
withdrew discomfited from the Pacific, 
being short of stores and ammunition 
and with their vessels foul for the 
want of docking. 
They had -estab­ 
lished a base at the Chincha Islands, 
but they had no facilities for repair.” 
In speaking of this fiasco a naval 
officer said: 
“Spain has in a measure 
shared in the movement toward more 
formidable ships and guns, but it is 
the personal factor which tells in a 
naval engagement now as much as it 
did a century ago, when battles were 
fought with wooden ships. 
This is 
recognized by all authorities on naval 
warfare, although the uninformed are 
apt to think that the modern gunboat 
is a complicated machine which fights 
automatically. 
Good gun service will 
win against great odds in armament, 
and in this particular wo have good 
reason to believe that we are much 
superior to Spain. 
It is a well es­ 
tablished fact that the Latin races do 
not develop good gunners. Whenever 
the Spanish navy has attempted to# 
show its skill with guns in the last 
half century it has made itself ridicu­ 
lous,”

Floating’ I*rl«on Wliiclt Convoys Convicts 
to Penal Colonics. 


The French transport ship Cala- 
donie, recently lying at Port Tampa, 
was an object of much curiosity. This 
grim sea prison annually conveys about 
two thousand souls from the land of 
the living—the gay French republic— 
to an enduring death on the Safety 
Islands. 


The Caladonie is an iron ship of 
4400 tons. 
For the past ten years it 
has been in the employ of the French 
government 
transporting 
criminals 
from Franco and Algeria to tho penal 
colonies on the Safety Islands, thirty 
miles off'the coast of French Guiana. 


Four steel cages, each with a capac­ 
ity ot 150, are ready for tho nyle pri­ 
soners as they come aboard, while a 
much smaller one, capable of holding 
only thirty-one persons, is sufficient 
for tho female convicts. 
This latter 
cage is in the aft of the ship, and is 
widely separatod from the others. The 
women are treated with a great deal 
more 
consideration than the men. 
They have regular berths and are’given 
better fare. 
The men sleop in canvas 
hammocks, and are given the ordinary 
seaman’s ration, which is substantial 
if not very olaborate. 


A very interesting feature and one 
horrible to contemplate is the facility 
with which the steam can be used 
upon the convicts should they attempt 
to take possession of the ship. 
Pipes 
are so arranged that were such an at­ 
tempt to bo made it would be possible 
for the officers of the vessel to scald 
every prisioner to death in less time 
than it would take to count them. 
Captain Dano never had such a case 
arise on board his ship, but it often 
becomes necessary to give them a lit­ 
tle steam to quell discontent. 
As a 
rule, however, the eighty guards who 
are regularly detailed for service on 
board are sufficient to keep the prison­ 
ers quiet. 


Should an outbreak at any time 
occur a signal of alarm calls all hands 
to the midship section of the ship, and 
then all the ladders leading to the 
upper deck of this section are drawn 
up, the lower doors barricaded, and 
the 
rightful 
commanders 
have a 
quickly 
improvised but 
a 
strong 
fort, which embraces the boiler and 
engine room, the arsenal and provi­ 
sion rooms, the officers* headquarters, 
the chart and steering rooms, and the 
bridge. 
The convicts cannot come 
near enough to scale the walls or to 
batter down the doors on account of 
the scalding steam, 
while from the 
fortress the guards and crew can shoot * 
them as they appear.

They pulled 
him backward by the legs and forward 
by the arms, and covered his body 
with grease to prevent it from stick- 
ing, but it was not until some one

of unscrewing 
tho 
brass 
frame of the dead light that he was 
gotten out, and then the frame came 
out with him and lmd to be cut oil’ 
with a saw.

HOLLAND’S FENIAN RAM. 


A S ubm arine liont W ith a Curious H is ­ 
tory Now Ikying Ncjjlocted. 


The submarine torpedo boat with 
which Mr. Holland has been experi« 
menting about New York is not his 
first veuture in that line. 
Sixteen 
years ago he built a similar vessel 
for several Irish patriots, headed by 
James Reynolds of New Haven,Conn., 
and the vessel was among the effecta 
of Mr. Reynolds’ estate. 
For tho last 
thirteen years it has lain neglected 
under an old shed near Mill River, 
New Haven, but its owners assert that 
it is still seaworthy. 
It is a cigar­ 
shaped affair, built of ii*on, thirty feet 
long, and about six in depth at the 
deepest part. 
It had no electrical 
equipment-, but was provided with 
steam engines and a propeller. 
All 
the machinery w*as removed long ago. 


The craft has always been known as 
the Fenian ram. 
It is said that it 
had several trials sixteen years ago 
off the New Jersey coast, and Mr. 
Reynolds during his lifetime was ac­ 
customed to declare that it had ful­ 
filled every expectation entertained of 
it. 
He himself was on board during 
one trip. 
The Fenian ram did not 
submerge itself by diving, like the 
new Holland boat, but sank.

Mr. Rey­ 
nolds, who brought it to New Haven 
thirteen years ago, was an 
Irish 
patriot of world-wide fame. 
It was 
he who was principally instrumental 
in arranging for the voyage of the 
merchantman Catalpa, which sailed 
from New Bedford in 1875 under the 
command of Captain John Anthony, 
and, after aseries of adventures, effected 
the escape of the six prisoners at 
Freemantle, Australia, condemned to 
life imprisonment for their part in the 
Fenian rising in 1866. 
They were 
tlie companions of John Boyle O’Reilly, 
who made his own escape the year be­ 
fore. 
Mr. Revnolds risked all his 
property in this venture, aud was ever 
afterward familiarly known as Catalpa 
Jim. 
He died in New Haven last Au­ 
gust. A few months previous to his 
death a banquet was given in his 
honor at the New Haven house. 


It is believed that Mr. Holland’s 
first submarine boat was constructed 
for Mr. Reynolds and other Fenians 
for use against the British govern­ 
ment. 
At the time of her construc­ 
tion several w*ell know New Haven 
men had gone to Ireland and been 
imprisoned 
on 
account 
of 
their 
activity against England. It is thought 
that Mr. Reynolds nourished platis 
for their rescue, and that his sub­ 
marine ram was built in view of his 
intended operations. 
It was never 
put to any practical use. 
New Haven 
Irishmen have suggested in case the 
new Holland boat fulfilled the expec­ 
tations entertained of it, that Mr. 
Reynold's craft be presented to the 
government. 
With a few repairs and 
changes they believe that the 'old 
Fenian ram might prove useful.—New 
l 7ork Sun.

One of tho first productions the 
American republic was proud of w as 
the American sailor, or, as he was af­ 
fectionately called, tho “Yankee tar.” 
It was a very small navy that was set 
afloat by the revolted colonics in the 
revolution to contend w’ith the great­ 
est naval powrer in tho world, but it 
made a great record for sailing and 
fighting. 
Our navy has already writ­ 
ten a brave story on tho pages of our 
history. 
In face of our own declara­ 
tions to the contrary, w*e have always 
when the emergency came, had ready 
within tho necessary period the ships 
and the sailors. It has been our habit 
•j for a very long time to assert our in­ 
feriority, but there has always been a 
stanch craft to carry the American 
flag to any point of the earth’s s u r f a c e 
where honor or duty required it to 
go, and to keep it flying in honor after 
it got there. 


The United States has a great in­ 
land population, 
dwelling 
remote 
from the ocean and its commerce ami 
its life, but the American is never a 
landlubber. 
He takes to the sea on 
occasion, wherever he may have been 
reared, just as in war times he shows 
a genius for the artillery. 
In his 
country there are lakes on which 
navies may perform their evolutions, 
and rivers where steam fleets may 
meet. On lake Champlain the Yankee 
tar kept up a fire w'lxich old English 
sailors said they had seen equalled 
only in Nelson’s great fight at Copen­ 
hagen, 


It has been the popular belief that 
our sailors were recruited from foreign 
countries, that the Yankee tar, strictly 
speaking, did not exist, but this is one 
of the numerous mistakes we have 
made about ourselves. 
It was in IMO 
that the nativity of the sailors of the 
American navy was enrolled. In April 
of that year 53 per cent, of tho whole 
enlisted force—7516 men and appren­ 
tices—were ¿escribed as 
American 
citizens. 
In 1K96 Secretary Herbert 
reported that 72 per cent, of the en­ 
listed men were American citizens and 
82 per cent, of the apprentices w ere 
natives of the United States. 


From these figures it will be seen 
that the American navy is more Ameri­ 
can than it ever was before. 
The 
future navy is to bo officered and 
manned from the apprentices who are 
natives of our soil. 
Every American 
sailor is the inheritor of glorious tra­ 
ditions, 
Every generation of Ameri­ 
can sailors has proved worthy of its 
predecessors.—Kansas City 'Star.

Every person, firm, corporation or 
company carrying on or doing busi­

•annually a specific excise tax equiva­ 
lent to one-quarter of 1 per cent on the 
«gross amount of all receipts In excess 
of that sum. A stamp tax of 1 cent la 
to be collected on every seat sold in a 
palace or parlor car, and on every berth 
told in a sleeping car. 


A graded tax or Inheritances and leg­ 
acies exceeding $10,000 
is provided,

The secretary of the treasury is au­ 
thorised to borrow on the credit of the 
United States, from time to time, as 
the proceeds may be required to defray 
expenditures authorized on account of 
the existing war (such proceeds when 
received to be used only for the pur­ 
pose of meeting such war expenditures) 
the sum of $400,000,000 or so much there­

The secretary Of the treasury is au­ 
thorised and directed to ¿oln into stand­ 
ard silver dollars as rapidly as the pub­ 
lic interests require, to an amount, how­ 
ever, of not less than $1,500,000 each 
month, all of the silver bullion now in 
the treasury. 


Persons engaged in making, packing 
or repacking mixed flour shall pay a 
special tax at the rate of $12 per annum. 
In addition to the annual license a tax 
of 4 cents per barrel is levied upon all 
mixed flour.

It is known that, while 
our warships are landing food and am­ 
munition for the insurgents near San­ 
tiago, the people in Santiago are in a 
state of semi-starvation. 
All the sol­ 
diers but four of a volunteer com­ 
pany from Butte, Mont., now at San 
Francisco, refused to go out on drill, 
declaring they had not been given suf­ 
ficient food to maintain their strength. 
As they were excused from drill duty, 
and were not disciplined, it would 
seem that their complaint was well 
founded.

WAR NEWS 0P THE WEEK. 


0Qr Flag Float« 09er Cuba—Five Ma­ 
rines Killed In a Night Battle. 


Washington, June 15.—The principal 
war news on Wednesday of last week 
eame in a dispatch from Cape Haytlen, 
which told of the bombardment of Cal- 
tnanera, oa the bay of Guantanamo, by 
five ships of Admiral Sampson's squad­ 
ron. 
The Spaniards were forced to 
abandon their positions on the shore 
and retreat to the town proper, where 
they were preparing for a final desper­ 
ate struggle, the Spanish commander 
having Issued orders to burn Caiman- 
era before surrendering it Into the 
hands of the Americans. The story of 
the bombardment, which was coming 
by cable from Santiago to Cape Hay­ 
tlen, was suddenly interrupted, showing 
that the cable had been cut. In a re­ 
port to the Spanish cabinet from Man­ 
ila Captain General August! declared 
that it would be impossible for him "to 
hold the ground against two enemies/' 
He confirmed the reports of insurgent 
successes. 


On Thursday the dispatches from 
Hadrid gave the impreu/on that Spain 
•was preparing to make an official plea 
for a cessation of hostilities, but thus 
far no move to that end has reached 
Washington. 
District Attorney Beck, 
at 
Philadelphia, 
is 
Investigating 
charges that several prominent coal 
dealers in that section have been fur­ 
nishing the Spanish 
with coal, and 
arrests are expected. 
General Greely, 
chief signal officer, has ordered that no 
news concerning the movements of 
American troops shall be sent to for­ 
eign countries, 
The president nomi­ 
nated 
ex-Congressman 
J. 
Warren 
Keifer, of Ohio, for major general and 
J, P. S. Gobin, of Pennsylvania, for 
brigadier general. 


An alarming report which came late 
Friday night was that four Spanish 
warships had been sighted off Cape 
Henry* As nothing further has been 
heard from them the later report that 
they were merchantmen is generally 
credited. 
The navy 
department re­ 
ceived a report from Admiral Sampson 
that he holds Guantanamo bay. 


On Sunday came the story of the 
landing of American marines on the 
ghore of Guantanamo bay, near Caima- 
nera, and the raising of the Stars and 
Stripes over a block house used as a ca­ 
ble terminus.

Kinffiton, Jamaica. June 15.—The de- 
lay in the arrival of the transports is 
ascribed among the officers and men 
of the fleet off Santiago to a fear that 
after all Admiral Cervcra's squadron 
might not be in Santiago harbor. Once 
for. all Admiral Sampson decided to 
settle this question officially, and on 
Saturday last he sent Lieutenant Vic- 
tor Blue, of the gunboat Suwanee, to 
investigate. 
Lieutenant Blue lauded 
on Saturday and proceeded with guide» 
to the hills overlooking the harbor and 
the city. He distinctly saw and defi- 
nitely locatcd four Spanish armored 
cruisers and two 
torpedo boat de - 
Ktroyers. 
He saw also three small 
cruisers or gunboats. 


The FMUlts of his expedition he re- 
ported Monday morning to Admiral 
Sampson on the deck of the flagship 
New York. Lieutenant Blue traveled 
about 72 miles, following the east- 
ward line of the city. He brought out 
to the flagship a copy of a Santiago 
paper issued last Saturday, in which 
complaint is made that the navy and 
army are failing to distribute to the 
citizens their portions of the provis- 
lons remaining in the city. 


Lieutenant Blue*s report has defi- 
nitely exposed the Action that any of 
Cenrera'f cruisers were in the Baiha* 
maSr' or 
a position to attack the 
transports, which are now confidently 
expected at an early date. 


Lieutenant Blue reported also that 
skirmishing continues in 
the 
hills 
around Santiago between the Cubans 
and Spaniards. The latter have been 
repairing the fortifications of the city, 
as it is expected that Admiral Samp- 
son will renew the bombardment in 
anticipation of a possible arrival and 
landing of troops this week. 


General Calixto Garcia had been ex- 
peeted to arrive near Santiago to re- 
port to Admiral Sampson Monday, but 
it turned 
out that the 
information 
upon which this expectation was based 
was incorrect. 
As yet the where- 
abouts of General Garcia is not defi- 
nitely known. 


For a wonder, it is believed that 
the marines at Guantanamo will bo 
able to maintain their position until 
the long expected troops arrive. Dur- 
^ ing the second night attack by the 
Spanish, which ended at daybreak on 
Saturday morning, they held their 
ground against desperate odds, and 
the discovery of the bodies of 15 Span- 
ish, including a lieutenant, shows how 
deadly was the American defense. The 
Spanish sent 3.000 men by train from 
the city of Guantanamo to attacic 
them, but, pressed close by the Amer- 
ican fire, the Spanish were unable to 
reach the earthworks. 
The Marble- 
head shollod the woods, but could not 
locate the Spanish line with accu- 
racy. 
She has since been reinforced 
by the Dolphin. 


The Dolphin on Monday morning lo- 
cated the Spanish water station on the 
ocean side of the harbor 
entrance, 
which supplied the water for the at- 
tacking force. The well was situated 
in a blockhouse windmill, having a 
small garrison. 
It was shelled 
at 
2,000 yards. 
Excellent practice was 
made, the station was wrecked and 
cannlster followed the retreating Span- 
iards up the steep ravine. Bach shell 
disclosed the spot where it alighted by 
raising a cloud of dust/ 
They were 
all well placed. 


On the American side two men were 
killed and four injured in the second 
attack. The dead are: Sergeant Major 
Henry Goode, of the marines, shot 
through the right breast; Private Tau- 
man, wounded and fell off the cliff and 
was Instantly killed. The injured are: 
Private Wallace, fell off the cliff and 
sustained a fracture of the leg; Private 
Martin, shot through the left leg; 
Private lioxbury, shot through the 
arm; Private Burke, shot through the 
arm. 


Lieutenant Neville, of Company D, 
was sent out; on scout duty, and afcon 
the day Drevlp^s, he attacked a small 
fltono fo/t, A hot fight'followed, and . 
tiie, Sj^uiardu. were ^riyau. oft wlj-h.. 


loPs. 
It was during this fight that 
Wallace and Tauman 
fell over the 
cliff. Fifteen dead Spaniards, includ- 
ing one lieutenant, were found la the 
fort. 


The fight was the first of the war 
in which the Cubans co-operated with 
the American forces, and their com- 
pany operation was not a glittering 
success. 
At one time during the af- 
ternoon whenever the marines were 
firing on a small detachment of Span- 
iards that made their appearance a 
short distance from the camp the Cu- 
bans began firing without orders, and 
sent a volley right among the Ameri- 
cans, There were several very narrow 
escapes, but no one was injured. 


Thus far the marines have had the 
best of the fighting, but the situation 
is grave, and they are exhausted with 
lepelling 
almost 
incessant 
attacks. 
They have little chance to rest or 
sleep, and the time of the arrival of 
the 
relieving 
troops 
is 
uncertain. 
Were it not for the protecting guns of 
the fieet the gallant little band would 
be annihilated by the Spanish troops, 
in overpowering numbers, from San- 
tiago de Cuba. 
As it is, they prob- 
ably can hold their positions, but they 
cannot move forward until reinforced 
by troops. 


AUGUSTI AND GERMANY^ 


Has Spatn^s Phillpplna« Governor En- 
listed the Emperor»» Aldf 


London, June 14,—The Singapore cor- 
respondent of The Timss says: 
"Let- 
ters received here from Manila, dated 
May 26, say that the prolonged con- 
ferences between the German 
consul 
and Captain General August! were ex- 
citing attention in Manila, and has left 
the belief that Germany had designs 
on the Sulu Archlpalago." 


According to a dispatch from Shang- 
hai the German steamer Petrarch is 
about to leave there for Manila with 
secret orders, it is believed, from the 
German government. 
Prince Henry of 
Prussia, now at Kaio Chou, with the 
German squadron, is kept constantly 
Informed, the dispatch says, as to the 
developments of the war. 


THE MERRIWAC HEl^OES. 


JPromotlons Awaltlnp: Their Ketnrn 
From tlxe Spanish Prinon^ 


Washington, 
June 
IS.^Substantial 
recognition has been given by the navy 
department to the members of the gal- 
lant crew who took the Merrlmac into 
the entrance of Santiago harbor and 
sunk her across the channel under the 
very muzzles of the Spanish guns. Last 
evening ofilcial recognition was taken 
of their valor, when Secretary Long 
signed the orders to Admiral Sampson 
directing 
the promotion of 
all 
the 
members of the crew. Lieutenant Hob- 
son's reward will come later through 
congress. 
The men still linger in a 
Spanish prison, but when they return 
again to their ships their promotions 
will be awaiting them. 


The orders sent to Admiral Sampson 
direct the promotions of 
men as 
follows: Daniel Montague, master-at- 
arms, to be a boatswaim, raised from 
150 a month to $1,300 a year; George 
Charette, gunner's mate, to be a gun- 
ner, from $G0 a month to $1,300 a year; 
Rudolph Clausen, Osborne Delgnan and 
J. C. Murphy, coxswains, to be chief 
boatswain's mates, an Increase of $20 
a month; George F. Philipps, machinist, 
to be chief machinist, from $40 a month 
to $70 a month; Francis Kelly, water 
tender, to be chief machinist, from $37 
a month to $70 a month. 


In addition to the promotions steps 
have already been taken towards the 
presentations of medals to Constructor 
Hobson and the members of his gal- 
lant crew. 
What new honors 
await 
Constructor Hobson, who planned and 
executed the brilliant coup, have not 
as yet been disclosed. 


Probably For Porto Rloo, 
Chickamauga Park, Ga., June 15.— 
It is stated that orders were received 
yesterday from the department that 15 
of the best equipped regiments in Gen- 
eral Brooke's army be designated for 
movement to the front.

quarters as to which regiments would 
be selected for the expedition, very few 
being Buniclently equipped at this time 
for actual service. It is said that rifles 
and other equipments needed are on the 
way to this point sufUcient to fit out 
t2 regiments. 


Th« Santiagro Invaders OflT. 


Washington, June 14.—The first army 
of invasion to Cuba Is now well on its 
way, 32 transport steamships bearing 
over 15.000 officers and men, convoyed 
by battleships, cruisers, gunboats and 
auxiliary cruisers. 16 in number, hav- 
ing sailed from Key West this morning. 
An authoritative statement to this effect 
was made at the war department,setting 
at rest all reports that the expedition 
was on its way, or had 
landed last 
week.

TEE OOlCINa ISSUE OF BONDS. 


Second Manila Expodltfon. 


San Francisco, June 15.—Thlrty-flve 
hundred soldiers left Camp Merrltt yes- 
terday, marched to the 
docks 
and 
boarded the transports which are to 
form the second expedition against the 
Philippines. Today has been set for 
sailing day, but it Is doubtful if the 
voyage begins before tomorrow. 
The 
feet will be made up as follows: Steam- 
•r China—First Colorado Infantry, two 
Utah batteries, light artillery and half 
of the Eighteenth United States in- 
fantry. 
Steamer Colon—Twenty-third 
United States infantry and half of the 
Eighteenth 
United 
States 
Infantry, 
Steamer Zealandla—Tenth Pennsylva- 
nia volunteer Infantry. Steamer Sen- 
ator—First Nebraska volunteer infan- 
try. Brigadier General Greene is in 
command of the expedition. His ad- 
jutant general is Captain Bates, of the 
Beventy-first New York volunteers. 


Washington, June 11.—The war rev- 
enue bill which has Just passed both 
branches provides that the act shall 
take effect on the date of its passage, 
except as otherwise specially provided 
for. 


The following Is an abstract of the 


measure: 


A tax of 12 on all beer, laeer beer» 
ale, porter and other similar fermented 
liquors, brewed or manufactured and 
sold or stored Sn warehouse or 
re- 
moved for consumption or sale, for 
every barr»l containing not more than 
II gallons, and at a like rate for any 
other quantity or fractional parts of a 
barrel, with a disconut of 7% per cent 
on all sales by collectors to brewers of 
the stamps provided for the payn>ent 
of the tax. 


An additional proviso was added, as 
follows, by the conference: 
"That the 
additional tax imposed in this section 
on all fermented liquors stored in ware- 
house, to which a stamp had been af- 
Axed, shall he assessed and collected 
in the manner now provided by law for 
the collection of taxes not 
paid by 
stamps." 


The following special taxes, to be- 
come effective July 
1, were 
agreed 
upon: 


Bankers employing a capital not ex* 
Ital. Brokers, |50; pawnbrokers, 120; 
commercial brokers, $20; custom house 
brokers, $10; proprietors of theaters, 
museums and concert halls, in eities of 
more than 25,000 population, $100; cir- 
cuses, $100; all other public exhibitions 
or shows for money not enumerated 
here, $10; bowling alleys and billiard 
rooms, $5 for each alley or table. 


In litu of the tax now imposed by 
law, a tax of 12 cents per pound upon 
all tobacco and snuff, hovrever pre- 
pared, manufactured, sold or removed 
for consumption or sale; upon cigars 
and cigarettes manufactured and sold, 
or removed for consumption or sale, 
the following taxes, to be paid by the 
manufacturer; $3.60 per thousand on 
cigars 
weighing 
more 
than 
three 
pounds per thousand; $1 per thousand 
on cigars weighing not more than three 
pounds per thousand; $3.60 per thou- 
sand on cigarettes weighing more than 
three pounds per thousand, and $1.50 
per thousand on cigarettes weighing 
not more than three pounds per thou- 
sand. 
There is a compromise proviso 
in regard to the taxation of the stock 
on hand, which exempts less than 1,000 
pounds of manufactured tobacco and 
200,000 cigars or cigarettes.

call the poute atop o- the usual march- 
ing step. 
If the horses 
did not ac- 
quire the same gait as tlio iniantry, 
there would be varying distances 
be- 
tween tiie dillerent arms of the 
ser- 
vice—that is, 
between the infantry 
and the cavalry, 
artillery, 
and 
the 
commanders 
and 
their escortp. 
In 
the drills in ^ihe artillery service 
the 
horHea will preserve their alignment 
m well as the infantry rank, 


" I shall always remember one illus- 
tration of this trait which I noted at n 
very exciting and critical moment of a 
battle during our civil war. 
In order 
to save some of our iufantry from be- 
ing surrounded 
and 
captured, 
the 
commander 
of one of our 
batteries 
quickly mounted the cannoneers on 
the guns and put the whole battery at 
a dead gallop across a stretch of mead- 
ow about bull" a mile wide. 
I was 
qiiite accustomed to such sights, but 
wne/i that dashing com])any was half- 
way across thd lield 1 noticed the in- 
sijiring array, and for a momoiit was 
lost in rapt admiration of the magnili- 
cent 2-)icture. 
Every driver was ply- 
ing whip and 
spur, 
the great 
guns 
were rocking and thundering over the 
ground, and every horse reeking with 
foMUi and full of animation and excite- 
ment was straining every muscle as he 
galloped forward, yet a straight line 
drawn 
along"^ in front would 
have 
touched the noses of the lead horsea 
in front of the six guns. 
That was an 
artillery charge, one of the most thrill- 
ing sights in the evolutions of war. 


"It is surprising how quickly horses 
learn the bugle calls. 
Let the 
first 
note of the feed or water 
call be 
sounded, and instantly there will be a 
stamping, kicking and neighing among 
the horses. 
Once, during a terrible 
aight storm in camp, our horses were 
seized with such terror that those of 
nearly every battery broke loose and 
scattered about. 
The next morning 
there was a wild rush among the ar- 
fcillerymen to capture horses for use. 
A.11 Avas excitement, and the horses re- 
fused to be caught. An officer ordered 
the bugler to give the feed call. 
Horses from every direction 
came 
dashing in to that battery, and 
the 
rush was so great that it was with dif- 
ficulty the men could get out of 
the 
way of the eager horses. 


*'When it comes to a battle a horse 
seems to know everything that is go- 
ing on and the reason for it all, and 
cloes his duty nobly. 
Ho enters 
into 
the spirit of a battle like a human be- 
ing. 
He shows no fear of 
death, no 
sign of being overcome by panic in all 
the wild tumult of the battle's roar, A 
horse in one of our batteries during 
bhe Murfreesboro fight was hit by a 
piece of shell, which split his skull so 
bhat one side was loosened. 
The 
driver turned him loose, but he walked 
ap to the side of the gun and Avatched 
the firing, and when a shot Avaa fired 
would follow it with his gaze as if to 
note its elfect on the enemy. 
When a 
shell would burst near by he would 
turn his head and look 
at it. 
When 
he saw the team ho had worked with 
being vlriveia back for ammunition, he 
ran to his old place and galloped back 
with .the rest. W^hen an olficer i^ushed 
him aside to have another horse put 
in he gazed at the new 
one with a 
most sorrowful expression in his eyes. 
Then ho seemed to realize that the 
glory of battle was no more for him, 
and he walked away and lay down and 
died. 
The 
oiiicer declared 
that it 
was a broken heart, not the wound, 
that killed him, 


*'During a 
fierce 
charge of Con- 
federate cavalry at 
Murfreesboro 
an 
officer was killed and the 
cavalry 
driven back. 
The 
horse the oiiicer 
had ridden was a magnificent animal, 
and he hail not been taught to retreat. 
Riderless he kept tnihis way, 
and as 
he dashed through our battery 
the 
sight of him was indescribably grand. 
His nostrils were extended 
wide, .his 
eyes fairly blazed, and 
be clutched 
the bit determinedly with his teeth as 
he came on like the 
wind, with 
his 
saddle fiaps Hying, until ho looked as 
if ho were liimself 
instead of 


wildly running, 
Every one ga\e him 
room as he dashed toward us. 
An 
oiiicer shouted that he would give^lUl) 
to any one who would capture 
that 
superb animal, 
but all 
seemed 
too 
much bound up in admiration of the 
noble beast to make the effort, and he 
sped on and disappeared iu the blue 
distance."

I want of a better name the men them- 
selves cfill it the window-cleanors' 
dance, but it might better be termed 
the dance of death, for if the 
first 
warning is disregarded there is no 
sorond chanco. 


This dance, as it is called, is noth 
ing more or less than an oveVpoAver- 
ing desire to jump up and down in 
clog-dance fashion as if the 
knees 
were hinged» 
What causes it no man 
can explain, although all doing tliat 
kind of work have experienced it. Tiie 
higher and more dangerous the work, 
tlio greater seems to be the inclination 
to look dov/UAvard and more quickly 
about. 
'J hose who have experienced 
it say that there is first a feeling of 
dizziness, and then a sense of weak- 
ness, followed almost immediately by 
a desire to jump up and down. 


So well is this peculiar fact known 
to window clcanors and high workers 
generally that now men are always 
cautioned concerningit,and at the first

I could not stand for some time after- 
ward and quit work for a week before 
I was able to get outside again."—St 
Louis Eepublic.

"Let me, while I think of it, tell a 
relation st^ry told me by the new con- 
gressman irom Ohio,"writes 
Cabi- 
net Member's Wife," giving her "In- 
ner Experiences, "m the Ladies'Home 
Journal.

When he and his wife 
came to Washington early in October 
thoy brought along an elderly aunt of 
his wife's for a visit before the season 
began, as she was too deaf to enjoy 
society.

A writer in the army and 
navy Journal 
describes the 
afifair. 


"The Esmeralda," ho says, "met 
tho Spanish gunboat Cavandago (three 
guns) 
and captured 
her iu twenty 
minutes without the loss of a man. 
The ¡Spaniards fired only three shots. 
They had two men killed and fourteen 
wounded. The loss of the Cavandago, 
followed by the capture of an armored 
launch, so chagrined the Spanish ad- 
miral, Pareja, that he blow out his 
brains in bis cabin. 


"Admiral Nunez, who 
succeeded 
Pareja, then gallantly assailed tho de- 
fenceless Yalimraiso, 
where 
not 
a 
single gun was mounted except a few 
salutin/i jDieces. 
Not a shot was fired 
from the 
town and the inhabitants 
promptly evacuated it. 
This Spanish 
admiral, in sj^ite of the protests of the 
foreign men-of-war in the 
harbor, 
threw from 20G0 to 3000 shells into it 
from his fleet of six vessels. 
The 
Spanish gunnery was so wretched that 
little damage was done except by fire, 
which destroyed §10,000,000 worth of 
neutral goods. 
It was a mc^it wanton 
piece of barbarity, for if the Spaniards 
had had a landing force they could 
have taken the town without firing a 
shot. 


"The gallant Nunez next assaulted 
the city of Callao, which taught him 
the difference between an opei\ 
town 
and one that waa adequately defended. 
In four or five hours the Spanish 
squadron was badly used up, and was 
glad to crawl back to Simin as best 
it could in its crippled 
condition. 
The Villa do Madrid, fifty-six guns, 
got a shot in her steam che»t, and was 
towed out of action. The Berengiiela, 
thirty-six guns,had a hole twenty feet 
square knocked 
into her near the 
water line by an exploding shell, and 
crawled out of range to rei^air dam- 
ages.

shij^s. 
This is 
recognized by all authorities on naval 
warfare, although the uninformed are 
apt to think that the modern 
gunboat 
is a complicated machine which fights 
automatically, 
(iood gun service will 
win against great odds in 
armament, 
and in this particular 
wo have good 
reason to believe that 
M'e are much 
superior to Spain. 
It is a well es- 
tablished fact that the Latin races do 
not develop good gunners. 
Whenever 
the Spanish 
navy has attempted to' 
show its skill Avith guns in the last 
half century it has made itself ridicu- 
lous."

Floating l^rUon Wlilclt Convoya Convicts 
to Pönal Coloniofl. 


The French ^transport ship Oala- 
donie, recently lying at Port Tampa, 
was an object of much curiosity. This 
grim sea prison annually convcj's about 
two thousand souls from the land of 
the living—the gay French republic— 
to an enditring death on the Safety 
Islands. 


The Oaladonie is an iron ship of 
4400 tons. 
For the past teu yoava it 
has been in tho employ of the French 
government 
transporting 
criminals 
from France and Algeria to the penal 
colonies on the Safety Islands, thirty 
miles off'the coast of French Guiana. 


Four steel cages, each "with a capac- 
ity ot 150, are ready for tho ni|ale pri- 
soners as they come aboard, while a 
much smaller one, capable of holding 
only thirty-one i^ersons, is sufficient 
for the female convicts. 
This latter 
cage is in the aft of the ship, and 
is 
widely separated from the others. The 
women are treated with a great deal 
more 
consideration 
than the 
men. 
They have regular berths and are'giveu 
better fare. 
The men sleep in canvas 
hammocks, and are given the ordinary 
seaman's ration, which is substantial 
if not very elaborate. 


A very interesting feature and one 
horrible to contemplate is the facility 
with which the slenm can be xised 
upon the convicts should they attempt 
to take possession of the ship. 
Pipes 
are so arranged that wore such an at- 
tempt to bo made it would be possible 
for the officers of the vessel to scald 
every prisioner to death in less time 
than it would take to count 
them. 
Ca2:)lain Dano never had such a case 
arise on board his ship, but it often 
becomes necessary to give them a lit- 
tle steam to quell discontent. 
As a 
rule, however, the eighty guards who 
are regularly detailed for service on 
board are sufficient to keep the prison- 
era quiet. 


Should an outbreak 
at any time 
occur a signal of alarm calls all hands 
to the midship section of the ship, and 
then all the ladders leading to the 
upiDer deck of this section are drawn 
uj), the lower doors barricaded, and 
the 
rightful 
commauders 
have a 
quickly 
improvised but 
a 
strong 
fort, which embraces the boiler and 
engine room, the arsenal and provi- 
sion rooms, the officers' headquarters, 
the chart aud steering rooms, and the 
bridge. 
The 
convicts cannot come 
near enough to scale the walls or to 
batter down the doors on account of 
the scalding steam, 
while from the 
fortress the guards and crew can shoot 
them as they appear. 


A Stownway'« FI*, 


George Ferguson, a stowaway, who 
was held on board the steamer Barrow- 
more to be returned to England, got 
himself into an unco:nfortable position 
while attempting to escaj^e.

the

frame of the dead light that he was 
gotten out, and then the frame came 
out with him and had to be cut olì' 
with a saw. 
It was 0 o'clock when he 
tried to make his escape, and it was 
nearly 12 when he was taken Out, so 
that he Avas thoroughly exhausted and 
a good deal bruised.

Much information is given concern- 
ing morphinism 
in a work

morphine habit, lately published in 
Paris. 
It is Kaid there that Germany, 
France and the United States are the 
countries in which tho habit is most 
widespread, but that'it has its victims 
in Kussia, Sweden 
and Turkey, and 
that even in the extreme East mor- 
phine as a narcotic is 
supplanting 
opium. 
Statistics are furnished of 
lUOO cases, collected from all parts of 
tho world-^'i50 men and 2350 womei\ 
These statistics show that of the male 
morphinists • the medical jnofession 
supplies the largest number, 40 per 
cent. Men of science come next, with 
15 per cent. ;then merchants,eight per 
cent., while clergymen, laborers and 
politicians occupy the lowest positions 
on the list. 
Women of means are the 
most numerous class among the fe- 
males, 43 per cent,; followed by wives 
of medical men, 10 per cent. 
In Ger- 
many tliere are entire villages whose 
Inhabitants are addicted to the use of 
t)xe drug, but the general belief 
that 
the morphine habit is more extensive- 
ly practiced in Paris than iu any other 
city is contradicted,

At the ex- 
piration of a three years' apprenticeship 
he came west and worked at his trade in 
Iowa, Illinois and Indiana. 
His health 
failed him while working at Charleston, 
Illinois and he gave up his trade, pur- 
chased a team and from that time to 1850 
traveled over northwe?teru Illinois and 
northeastern Iowa, selling goods through 
the country. In 1850 he bought a half 
interest in a general store at Illinois City, 
Rock Island county, went into business 
and continued in business there until his 
removal to Aledo in 1876. He was unit- 
ed in marriage to Eliza Vannatta on De- 
cember 17, 1854. Four children were 
born to them—one son and three daugh- 
ters, three of whom survive him. Mr. Fe- 
lix started in the clothing business in 
Aledo in 1877 in which he M*as actively 
engaged up to the time of his death. 


The business relations of the deceased 
in this city were all that could have been 
desired. Not more than one or two 
other men in the city had followed a 
bingle line of business for as many con- 
secutive years as he, and none had more 
fully won the confidence of the people 
with whom they transacted business. 
Those who were best acquainted with 
him can best appreciate his character 
and give evidence of his industry, his 
strict integrity, his kindness, his benevo- 
lence and his righteousness. 
His carcer 
furnished an excellent example to young 
men who have ambition to rise in the 
world. 
Strong principles of right mark- 
ed his daily conduct in his business and 
his customers always knew that what he 
said was the truth. The success of these 
methods is rarely bettor illustrated than 
with him. These high qualities of char- 
acter led him to be* frequently given 
places of public trust by the communi- 
ties in which ho has resided. In Ruck 
Island county he represented his town- 
ship for several terms upon the Board of 
Supervisors, and for several years was 
honored with the chairmanship of ihat 
body. 
In Aledo previous to its incor- 
poration he was seve'ruf times electecl a 
member of the village board and was 
president of the board a §ood portion of 
the time. In none of his relations in 
life did Mr, Felix fall sliort of his full 
duty and throughout his extensive ac- 
quaintance he was most highly rcspccted. 
In him this city has lost one of her best 
citizens and one who was ever interested 
in any project for her advancement and 
in^rovemcnt.

Tlie vpjiey of the Red river of the 
north is reivlly the bottom of au tin- 
cient sea, whoso iioor, flat as n table, 
40 miles across from rim to rim, runs 
inimitably north and south» drained 
by a crooked, doop-cut thread of water.

Since tho grass has begun to grow 
too short for them in toM'u, some of 
the confidence workers who still re- 
jnain at Skagway, Alaska, have taken 
to tho trails, where they continue 
to 
sot snares for tho dollars of unwary 
Klondikcrs, 
On the Skagway 
trail 
the sure-thing gambler seldom goes 
higher than the foot of White Pass 
summit. 
Half a dozen or so of 
tho 
tribe usually travel together, sharing 
at the close of tho day tho proiits of 
the tricks thoy have turned. 
One of 
the party is chosen as active operator. 
His necessary qualifications are a ca- 
pacity to judge human character and a 
tongue that is gifted with glibness. 


The successful confidence 
operator 
is best described by the term spell- 
binder. 
His confederates—the steev- 
ers—carefully disassociate themselves 
from him whenever a possible victim 
is in sight. 
The better to disguise his 
wolfish character the steerer frequent- 
ly dons the 
sheep's 
clothing 
of a 
packer. 
It is no uncommon iucident 
on the trail to see two or more notori- 
ous bunco ateercrs faring along, one 
after the other, apparently 
heavily 
burdened with packs which, if ana- 
lyzed, would prove to be nothing more 
than straw or chips in canvas sacks^^ 
A little ahead of them always is 
the 
operator, equipped with a small porta- 
ble table, three shells and the elusive 
pea. 


When the first one reaches the ma- 
nipulator of the ancient, but to the 
victim ever new, 
game, 
he 
stops, 
watches and listens, and finally lays 
dowu his pack as if to rest and be 
amused. 
Steerer No. 
2 follows his 
example, as do the others in turn. By 
the time the prospective victim arrives 
he finds a spurious 
Klondiker just 
winning a bet from the 
shell 
game 
player amid the half-envious congratu- 
lations of his confederates. 


"Well, 
Avell, this is my unlucky 
day," says »the man with the table, 
"but I'll give some other gentleman a 
chance to win with the little pea," 


Back and forth and round about go 
the little shells again, a glimpse of the 
pea being given the watchers at seduc- 
tively frequent intervals. 
Another 
steerer guesses its location and wins a 
greenback or two. 


"If you fellows are hitting me too 
hard," dubiously comments the oper- 
ator, " I must size up my roll before 
taking any more bets." 


He opens a well-lined 
pocketbook, 
and, while his attention is taken up 
with its contents, one of the 
steerers 
slyly raises the shell under Avhich the 
pea is hidden. 
That catches the out- 
sider, 
unless 
he 
be 
invulnerable 
against the tenix^tations of bunco. 


Laying his finger on the shell indi- 
cated to him, ho offers to bet $10, §20, 
§50, or a higher sum that it covers the 
jea. 
His bet is taken, the shell is 
ifted, and the pea proves to be some- 
where else. 
Usually the victim makes 
a second, and perhaps a third, bet in 
the hope of retrieving his loss, always 
with the same result, 
A witness to 
one of these episodes tells of having 
seen a prospector who had lost 
sit upon his pack and burst into tears. 
He said that his last dollar had gone 
on the game. 


Still higher up the trail that same 
day a man who runs a tent restaurant 
bet and lost $20, but the shell-game 
player was glad to disgorge it -when 
the victim's wife, a 200-pouud lady of 
German nativity, seized him by 
the 
coat collar and screamed 
lustily for 
help. 


A woman who said she was going to 
the Klondike in the interests of 
the 
Smithsonian Institution complained to 
Captain L. A. Matile that confidence 
workers were so annoying her that she 
feared to continue tho journey. 
She 
is traveling alone, and had 
called 
at 
the regular army encampment on her 
way out of town. 
Captain 
Matile, 
who commands the troops at Skagway, 
sent an escort of two soldiers with her 
as far as the Northwest 
Mounted Po- 
lice post atSummitlake. 
After Avork- 
ing one point on the trail thoroughly, 
the confidence men scatter, to reap- 
pear at another point under 
like cir- 
cumstances some time later in the day. 


On the Skagway trail theshellgame 
Is not in operation regularly. 
The 
men engaged at it are supposed to be 
a detachment of 
"Soapy" 
Smith's 
i^amblers. 
Those who operate 
in 
Dyea, Sheep Camp and along to 
the 
base of Chilkoot are under the leader- 
ship of Tom Cady, a notorious Colo- 
rado camp confidence man. 


Other devices for catching victims 
besides the pea and shells are heard of 
occasionally. 
The salted mine man 
is one of the most recent additions to 
those who seek to get something for 
nothing. 


J. T, Jones, president of the Guar- 
¿intee Title and Abstract company of 
Juneau, saved a Dyea merchant from 
falling into the clutches of a swindler 
of this variety. 
The merchant 
told 
•Jones that he had a chance to buy a 
placer mine for the very low sum of 
$500, 
It was a new strike, only five 
miles outside of Dyea, and the locator, 
being out of funds, was -ivillingto sac- 


rific® his claim. 
Ho exhibited 
spcci'i 
mens of gold from tho placer, they be* 
ing shot and smaller particlcs. In the 
rtfteruoon 
tho 
miner 
acrt>m]>aniod 
Jones and tho merchant to hi^ 
claim. 
There ho panned samples of tho dirt- 


The specimons obtained looked gen- 
iMUO, but, being dubious, tho Juneau 
man had them tested, 
Thoy proved 
to bo a composition of copi>pr, zinc, 
bismuth and tin. 
This evening Joupb 
expressed the opinion that moi e than 
one local dealer in gold had madopur- 
chases of tho bogus precious nu>tal. 


As United States Deputy ^Marshal 
Cudiheo is now the solo guanlian of 
the peace for Skagway aild Dyoa, it is 
almost impossible to keep tho sum- 
thing gamblers and others of thoir illi 
off tho trails, however they may fare 
in the towns.—Now York Sun.

One of tho 
first 
productions 
the 
American republic was proud of was 
the American sailor, or, as he was af* 
fectionately called, the "Yankee tar." 
It was a very small navy that was set 
afloat by the revolted colonics in 
the 
revolution to contend with the great- 
est naval power in tho world, 
but 
it 
made a great record for sailing 
and 
fighting. 
Our navy has already writ- 
ten a brave story on tho pages of 
our 
history. 
In face of our own 
declara- 
tions to the contrary, we have always 
when the emergency came, had reaily 
within tho necessary period tho shipji 
and the sailors. It has been our habit 
for a very long time to assert 
in- 
feriority, but there has always been a 
stanch craft to carry 
the 
American 
flag to any point of the earth's surt'aco 
where honor or duty reipiired 
it 
to 
go, and to keep it flying in honor after 
it got there. 


The United States has a great 
in- 
land population, 
dwelling 
remote 
from the ocean and its commerce and 
its life, but the American is nt^ver a 
landlubber. 
He takes to the sea ou 
occasion, wherever he may have been 
reared, just as in war times he shows 
a genius for the artillery. 
In 
his 
country there are lakes 
on 
which 
navies may ¡Perform their 
evolutions, 
and rivers Avhere steam 
fleets 
may 
meet. Ou lake Champlain the Yankee 
tar kei^t up a fire which 
old 
English 
sailors said thoy had 
seen 
equalled 
only in Nelson's great fight at Copen- 
hagen, 


It has been the popular belief 
that 
our sailors were recruited from foreign 
countries, that the Yankee tar,strictly 
speaking, did not exist, but this is one 
of the numerous mistakes we 
have 
made about ourselves. 
It ^Yasin lKi»0 
that the nativity of the sailors of the 
Auierican navy -svas enrolled. In A}>ril 
of that year 53 per cent, of the wholo 
enlisted force—7516 men and appren- 
tices—were ¿escribed as 
American 
citizens. 
In 1H96 Secretary 
Herbert 
reported that 72 per cent, of the en- 
listed men Avere American citizens and 
82 per cent, of the apprentices 
were 
natives of the United States, 


From these figures it will be 
seen 
that the American navy is more Ameri- 
can than it ever was before. 
The 
future navy is to bo officered and 
manned from the apprentices who are 
natives of our soil. 
Every 
American 
sailor is the inheritor of glorious tra- 
ditions, 
Every generation of Ameri- 
can sailors has proved worthy 
of 
its 
predecessors.—Kansas City 'Star.

abandon their positions on the shore 
and retreat to the town proper, where 
they were preparing for a final desper- 
ate struggle, the Spanish commander 
having i B B u e d orders to burn Caiman- 
era before 
surrendering it

the 
hands of the Americans. 
The story of 
t h e bombardment, which was coming 
by cable from Santiago to Cape Hay- 
tlen, was suddenly Interrupted, showing 
t h a t the cable had been cut. 
In a re- 
port to the Spanish cabinet from Man- 
ila Captain General Augusti 
declared 
t h a t It would be Impossible for him "to 
hold the ground against two enemies." 
H e confirmed the reports of insurgent 
successes.

ble terminus. On Sunday the dispatches 
told oC an attack by Spanish guerillas 
on the marines, the fight lasting from 
Saturday night at 11 o'clock until Sun- 
d a y noon.

The Spanish losses are believed 
to be heavy. 
It is known that, while 
our warships are landing food and am- 
munition for the Insurgents near San- 
tiago, the people In Santiago are in a 
state of seml-starvatlon. 
All the sol- 
diers but four of a volunteer 
com- 
pany from Butte, Mont., now at Ban 
Francisco, rofused to go out on drill, 
doclarlnpr they had not been given suf- 
ficient food to maintain their strength. 
As they were excused from drill duty, 
and 
were not 
disciplined. 
It 
would 
seem that 
their complaint was well 
founded.
